I wonder if you will remember me;

I.have been away from Marion for 
about two years, and, up until last No- 
vember, have been working But tt 
was work which promised wo future 

Through the kindness of one of my 
father’s Kenyon classmates, Mr. Gro- 
ver Carter, of this city, T have been 
enabled to take up # secretarial course 
which course T shall finish in less 
than three weeks 

I have been reading of the impera- 
tive demand for 
typists throughout the country, and 
the apparent scarcity, and it has oc- 
curred to me that you are in a posi- 
tion to help me along this line if there 
is an opening. 

My experience is limited; 1 have 
done some work for Mr. Carter this 
winter; I have also been doing pub- 
licity work in the afternoons while 
going to school; the latter has been 
in connection with Madame Paderew- 
sid’s Polish Refugee work. Now that 
J am about to look for an all-day po- 
sition I do so want to get into some- 
thing which will afford me prospects 
of advancement. 

Any suggestions or help you might 
give me would be greatly appreciated 
I assure you, and it would please me 
60 to hear from you,

Three days later, toward evening, 
when I came home from school, I 
spied a large envelope on the hall 
table, It was addressed to me in a 
man’s handwriting and bore the Un- 
ited States Senate return, I tore it 
open, At first my eyes swept the 
pages unseeingly, seeing only the sig- 
nature, “W. G. Harding,” 

Mrs, Carter was in the living room 
on that floor and I joined her there. 
She was an extremely conventional 
woman and I knew she would not 
understand or sympathize if I were 
to confess my intense admiration for 
a married man. So, with a supreme 
«ffort at nonchalance, T told her that 
I had some days before written to 
Senator Harding inquiring about a po- 
sition, and that this was his reply 
With forced calm I read aloud to her 
lils letter to me, 

The opening sentence was an as- 
surance that he did indeed remember 
me, 
of that, and I remember you most 
ugreeably, too.” Compared with the 
warmth of these first sentences the 
following cordially expressed desire to 
be of assistance in furthering my am- 
hition to become a secretary held only 
secondary interest for me, 

He said frankly that if he bad a 
position open in his own office he 
would “gladly tender it to me.” The 


next best thing, he said, would be to 
help me to a government position pro- 
vided I were secretarially equipped’ 
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fically what I had been trained to do, 
He suggested that I accompany my 
| next letter with a note of recommend- 
ation, parenthetically emphasizcing 
that this note was not for his own 
satisfaction but for that of the de- 
partment chief, After this was in his 
hands he would “go personally to the 
war or navy department and urge my 
appointment.” He thought that “the 
fact that my esteemed father had 
belonged to the party now in power” 
would help, 

He mentioned the maximum de- 
partmental salary of $109 per month, 
| but warned me that I would probably 
have to be satisfied with an initial 
salary of $60. Buch positions as were 
available might last only during the 
period of the war, he sald, and added

000, Supreme Court Justice Leander 
B. Faber held this excessive and cut | 
it to $30,000, Mrs, Guglielmo ap- 
pealed to the appellate division, which 
upheld Justice Faber and held that 
the mother must accept the verdict 
or have the case retried, 

But she felt that the loss of her 
husband, who fell down an elevator | 
shaft in a new building in 1929, was 
worth $50,000 and the case went to 
trial again, resulting in her victory.

IN PERSPECTIVE

MR. MEIGHEN 

Ottawa reports that a drive is under 
way to place Mr. Meighen in the Dominion 
cabinet. Merit alone considered, he should 
not have been left out when the Govern- 
ment was formed. The ex-leader of the 
Conservatives is one of the ablest of con- 
temporary Canadians, and he has had 
experience in and out of office which 
should be useful to the ministry and the 
country. He would probably have been 
included in the original roster but for the 
memorable tilt between himself and Mr. 
Bennett in the House of Commons many 
years ago. In any case, “drive” or no 
drive, he will not get in unless Mr. Bennett 
‘wants him in, 

Whether Mr. Meighen wants, or would 
accept, a place in the cabinet is another 
matter. He may prefer to stay off the 
political stage until the economic settings 
have improved. This is a good time for a 
man with aspirations and also sagacity to 
be out of office. 

OLD AGE PENSIONS 

It is stated in Ottawa despatches that 
the Government will introduce a bill at 
the next session of parliament to amend 
the old age pension scheme and to provide 
the entire pension fund from the Domin- 
ion treasury. That was to be expected, 


since one of Mr. Bennett's election pro- 
vinces of any share of this burden. 
mises was that he would relieve the pro- 


Five provinces have now adopted the 
scheme. Each of them pays one-half of 
the pension money paid oyt to its resi- 
dents. In Alberta the province's share 
during the current year will probably run 
to about a quarter of a million dollars. 
One-tenth of this will be collected from 
the municipalities. The change will to 
that extent be a lightening of the load of 
the provine'al and municipal taxpayers. 

As the Dominion treasury will here- 
after pay the entire cost, the D qa can, 
and presumably will, be made to apply to 
the entire Dominion, Hitherto the four 
eastern provinces have stayed out of the 
arransement, and there is no pension pro- 
vision for aged people in that part of the 
country 

The projected change is in the nature 
of a logical development. The partner- 
ship arrangement between the Dominion 
and the provinces was a makeshift that 
has served its turn. Had it not been 
adopted there would be no pension plan 
in operation anywhere in Canada at this 
time, That can hardly be doubted. A 
scheme having been got going, its read- 
justment to properly meet conditions is a 
matter of detail. 

The next change that should be made 
is to lower the age qualification from 70 
years to 65. If a man has not earned a 
pension by the time he is 65, he will not 


+ 
earn it in the following five years. 


And 
most men need a chance to “case up” at 
65. 


1S THE TIDE TURNING? 


A Los Angeles despatch states that 
one tee California concern, manufactur- 
ing tires and rubber goods, will extend its 
plants and increase its output on a scale 
that will require ten thousand more em- 
ployees before the close of the coming 
year. 

The tire industry—-and others depend- 
ent upon the use of motor cars—has suf- 
fered in the slowing down of business inci- 
dent to the general decline in commo- 
dity prices, incomes and wages. If pros- 
pects are improving in the republic this is 
a hopeful sign of the coming of better 
times, for other industries and other coun- 
tries also. 

Developments such as that indicated, 
here and there throughout Canada and 
other lands, some large and some small, 
will cure unemployment, and nothing else 
can or will. A condition of world-wide 
depression is not to be reversed by the 
waving of a politician's wand, That will 
require the unrelated but concurrent ac- 
tion of hundreds of thousands of employ- 
ers, in town and country, and on both 
sides of the ocean, 

That is what lends interest and im- 
portance to such announcements as the 
one cited, and gives them a significance 
that is not concerned with national boun- 
daries. The extension of one enterprise, 
or the starting of a new one, may mean 
little save to the locality. But if the out- 
look induces an employer in one place to 
“start something,” it may before long en- 
courage other empldyers in other places 
to speed up.

“SEE SAW” MOVEMENT IN PROSPECT

made in the November issue of this Review to the 
fact that recently the rate of deciine in the caleuiated 
index of commodity prices on the continent of Europe 
has perceptibly slackened, Another such sign, still 
more recent, was (he slight rally which appeared in 
this Bank's Index of Basic” Commodity Prices, when 
the November figure was compared with that for 
October, Occurring, as it did, after thirteen months 
of continuous and unbroken decline, it was a wel- 
come change; but further weakness in certain of the 
basic commodities has since devyeloped—although the 
price declines are a. a much lower rate than earlier 
ln the present movement, ° 
_ The Bank's index, which shews the elight 
November recovery, includes quotations on four agri- 
cultural and four miners! products: wheat, rubber, 
sugar, cotton; coal and iren, gasoline and copper 
During the thirteen months in question, up to and 
including last October, the average monthly fall in 
the prices of all of them, taken together, was a little 
more than three per cent 

rhe corresponding decline from June, 


1920, to 


November, 1921, was not continuous and unbroken, 
but lasted somewhat longer, and was considerably 
more drastic. On that occasion, over a period of 


seventeen monty, the average monthly decline of 
these basic cemumodity prices, taken together, was no 
less than three and seven tenths per cent 

Our most recent experience has thus been a good 
deal less severe, both in duration and intensity, than 
that of ten years ago. In view of the present situa- 
tion, 1L would not be surprising M, within the next 
few montiv, a see-saw movement of prices, up and 
down, were to develop in the basic commodity 
markets, such #5 prevailed during the second half 
of 1921 and in the first few months of 1922.

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Health and Diet Advice

DIAGNOSING KIDNEY STONES 


It is sometimes difficult to diagnose kidney stones, 
even with our improved methods of laboratory diag- 
nosis. Some kinds of kidney stones are not readily 
seen with the x-ray pictures, and these are usually 
the kind which are the hardest \o remove, Usually, 
the first laboratory findings, which suggest a possible 
stone in the kidney or in the bladder, are the dis- 
covery, in the urinalysis, of crystals from which these 
stones are formed, or the presence of blood caused 
by the edges of sharp stones tearing the walls of the 
urinary tract, 

The stones vary greatly in appearance, Some of 
them are hard enough to scratch glass, Some are 
smooth, others have gritty, rough edges. ‘There may 
be one large stone or several small ones. The large 
stones are built up in layers from materials found tn 
the kidney excretions. 

If the patient's urinalysis shows many crystals, 
there is always « possibility that there may be stones 
in the kidneys or bladder. These stones are always 
formed because of some abnormal condition, such as 
too much uric acid or oxalic acid, Generally, the 
gravel or stones are formed in the pelvis of the kid- 
ney and may travel down into the bladder, increas- 
ing in size as further layers are deposited by the 
uroary salts, 

Kidney stones are usually of three principal 
types. First, oxalate; second, uric acid or urate; 
third, phosphate, The centre of the stone miay con- 
sist of such things as mucus, albumin, bacteria, etc., 
around wheih deposits of the salts take place, 

The name “sand” or “gravel” is often given to 
the small, gritty paris which are passed and which 
may beefound for years without causing any severe 
pain if the pieces are small enough to escape with- 
out injuring the small openings through which they 
pass. There are also small kidney stones about the 
size of a pea or marble which may be passed with 
only sharp attacks of renal colic to demonstrate their 
existence. 

Renal colic is an agoniz.ng, sharp, shooting pain 
which is caused by these stones as they stretch or 
soratech the delicate lining of the ureters in passing 
from the kidneys to the bladder, When the stones 
remain jn the body for a long time it is quite com- 
mon that pyelitis be brought on by the continued ir- 
ritation. It is always advisable to have several urin- 
alyses and x-ray pictures taken when kidney or blad- 
der stones are suspected.

Question: B. D. writes: “1 would appreciate any 
sugrestions on diet or treatment in a ease of chronic 
torticollis of long standing.” 


Answer: The treatment I have found most satis- 
factory fer this condition is the use of a short orange 
juice fast at intervals of about a month apart, Hot 
applications to the neck, or treatments with the deep 
therapy lamp or diathermy are also helpful., Osteo- 
pathic or Chiropractic treatments along with the 
fasting and dieting regimen will also tend to hasten

BRAINS AND BEHAVIOR 

“Man does not live by bread 
alone.” Take it prychologically, and 
it would read: “Man does not live 
by brains alone.” Bread is the staff 
of life; brains Are the staff of in- 
telligence. Intel'igence alone is not 
enowgh. So-called “brainy” men 
(but we all know what it implies) 
do not lead the most useful or the 
happiest lives. 

Brains condition behavior, but not 
by way of intelligence alone, The 
amount of bad behavior on the part 
of people who have sense enough to 
know betver is in the mass the larg- 
est cause of misery and failure and 
friction, For the moment we shall 
not consider the low-grade behavior 
of low-grade minds, which is one of 
the most serious problems of the 
day. Crime, delinquency, depend- 
eney are expressions of it, 

The low-grade behavior of high- 
grade and good-enough minds is the 
appalling item in the human ac- 
counting, and explains why there is 
not peace on carth and good will to 
men, except for a short season offi- 
clally. It is a big chapter in a book 
stil to be written, to be called: 
“Why We Do Not Behave Like 
Human Beings.” It might not 
prove a best seller; it might serve 
as a best reminder. 

The world moves, but it moves 
with friction, as we'l as slack and 
waste. To repeat, it isn't ineffici- 


ency, as the engineer looks at it, that 
is the source of the trouble; it is the 
friction of human relations: quar- 
rels, antagonisma, feuds, prejudices, 
misundersiandings, intolerances, The 
clash of wills makes life a battle for 
many. Fallure to use one’s brains to 
curb the emotions is the great dis- 
turber of the peace, and is the old 
Adam that has made trouble from 
the beginning of time. The remedy 
is so simple that it doesn't need an 
expert to write the prescription or 


make it up. It’s just a sense of 
human kjndliness, being on good 
terms with people. Composing dif- 


ferences is the greatest human in- 
dustry. 

If every human contact were a 
source of pleasure, Utopia would be 
here, On @ popular post-road ts a 
sign reading: “Don't be a road-hog; 
keep to the right.” App'y the same 
to the moral traffic in having your 
own way, and the trick is done. But 
the rules of the road are simple com- 
pared to the intricacies of the traf- 
fic in human relations: family 
relations, business relations, social 
relations generally, Comparable to 
the noise and clatter of bustling 
traffic is the great undercurrent of 
emotional friction, felt even when 
it is silent, and noiry when it breaks 
out in Billing-gate or any other 
variety of the language of anger, Us- 
ing good brains for good behavior is 
the mark of a civilized man.
